He  the  first  part  of  Circular  ;S<26l®  from  “lobassador  HCHDk. 

1.  Coaditio:ied  by  our  military  invaaion  of  <'reooh  Indo-China.  it  ia 
a  fact  that  the  {^ovemuent  of  these  islands  has  di'astically  stepped  up 
their  anti-Japanese  tendencies  and  very  evidently  assumed  an  attitude 

of  aid  to  China.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  unconvlnein£;  control  exercised 
by  the  authorities  here  over  the  anti-Japanese  editorials  of  the  Chinese 
press,  tho  solicitation  of  funds  for  the  construction  of  military  airplanes 
for  Chungkinti  among  Chinese  resident  here,  and  their  demand  for  suspension 
of  publication  of  the  Japeuoese-operated  ^ast  India  l>aily  Hews  Chinese 
character  edition,  as  wall  as  the  i^layan  language  magazine  Siuarusuratan. 
<fewevar.  on  the  other  hand,  in  order  that  wo  may  give  a  sufficiently  clear 
pictui'e  of  tiie  situation,  tiiere  is  a  acall  group  of  Chinese  resident  here 
whose  anti-Japanese  tendencies  hove  slightly  inpi'oved  as  a  result  of  the 
activities  of  tae  government  here,  ^^owever.  no  sooner  than  they  got  the 
impression  that  these  Chinese  were  coming  sll^tly  closer  to  us  in  feeling, 
it  could  be  seen  that  they  began  to  axercisa  their  old  tendencies  on  a 
still  greater  scale.  Japanese  who  had  good  contacts  with  Chinese  here 
were  unmercifully  exiled,  and  those  Chinese  friends  wore  hauled  unceremoni¬ 
ously  to  the  police  stations  for  questioning  or  possibly  taken  before  the 
person  in  charge  of  Chinese  affairs  hero,  it  has  been  anonymously  reported 
that  a  statement  has  been  made  that  they  are  in  danger  of  their  lives. 

Thus  they  have  begun  to  hinder  our  schemes  with  regard  to  the  Chinese  with 
more  and  more  determination. 

2.  Ti»erofero.  when  an  excollvint  opportunity  presented  itself.  I 
deliberately  took  the  occasion  to  exchange  arguments  on  the  Sino-Japanese 
incident  with  the  Chief  of  the  far  Eastern  Section.  RO^.  iriio  is  chiefly 
in  charge,  ’.vlthin  the  government  circlos.  of  the  handling  of  the  Chinese 
question.  At  that  time,  the  fundamental  points  of  his  argument  relating 
to  the  Chinese  question  hero.  I  am  giving  below  for  your  information. 

(a)  have  lived  in  China  many,  many  years.  In  addition,  since  my 
return  to  the  ‘Netherlands  indies  ten  yoars  ago.  I  have  gfrsdually 
come  into  repute  in  my  handling  of  the  Chinese  question.  I  think  I  om 
pretty  well  aware  of  matters  having  to  do  with  the  Chinese,  but  the  fact 
that  Japan  has  sat  up  the  Hanking  regime  And  is  very  anxious  to  overthrow 
the  regime  of  CHlAIiG  KAI-^ITIC  is.  i  think,  extremely  foolhardy  and  has 
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Blight  ohaaoo  of  suocobs.  ^  personally  cannot  oondono  J^apan's  effort  to 
beguile  the  Ohinoaa  laasseB  from  Kfcl-bllllK  throu^  the  oatablieumont 

of  the  banking  Oovernmont  mado  up  of  83COiJ(3-rE.to  or  worse  indivi.hueia. 

There  ie  no  more  logiool  course  for  Japan  to  follow  in  the  scttloment  of  the 
Ohina  incident  than  to  roach  a  cony}raml80  with  OHIAIKJ  ICMl~££-Q:jC«  This  is  my 
firm  belief. 

(b)  ■Though  it  is  said  that  there  are  practically  no  Chinese  living 
hero  in  the  ^'^otharloiids  '^st  Indies  who  support  the  ^^anking  Government . 
this  is  actuaUy  no  eiruggerotion.  All  Chinese  here  give  tUeir  support  to 
CH14N0  KAZ-^{ti4'C.  Fur^-hennoi'ti,  the  JXituh  Goromirant  recognizes  the  CHZ&IIO 
regime  I  and  becausu  shs  does  not  recognize  the  ^"'nnking  regime,  it  con  be 
clearly  seen  that  the  Neth'irlands  Covommeni  entertains  the  same  convictions. 

(c)  •KANG  GIU^G-Sni,  who  hsnds  the  Nanking  Gavemmont,  is  sold  on  the 
Asia  doctrine.  Ho  advoentoe  Bino<^apane3e  peace*  His  fundeioontal  policy 
is  the  expulsion  of  tho  rrhito  nan  from  ^st  Asia.  It  is  bui  natural  that 
the  ^Netherlands  .last  ladies  Government  should  opposo  this  theory. 

Therefore,  tho  .oonseiuont  reaction  here  is  the  decision  to  follow  a  course 
of  seeing  to  it  that  tho  Chiooso  on  these  Islands  ore  not  swept  off  their 
feet* 

(d)  "At  tho  present  time.  laortinl  law  has  been  put  into  effect  on 
these  islands,  and  everything  is  on  a  wartime  footing.  The  pooplo  are 
united,  and  in  order  that  tho  h ether loads  home  government  might  be  restored, 
they  are  ready  to  fight.  Tho  1.500.000  Chinese  resident  here  on  these 
islands  ore  an  iiqportont  and  Integral  part  of  tho  society  of  tho  Nethorlonds 
Indies.  Their  well-being  greotly  affects  tho  ponoo.  order,  and  eoonomio 
livelihood  of  ell  living  on  these  Islands.  Therefore,  tho  Netherlands 
Indies  authorities  have  definitoly  decided  to  follow  a  policy  of  unequivoc¬ 
ally  crushing  out  political  schemes  from  abroad  directed  toward  tho  Chinese 
resident  here.*

3.  Having  ssdd  all  this.  I  jadwerod  to  rofute  him  with  all  tho 
strength  that  I  could  cour-ndi  R>),  nz/rdvor,  would  not  be  ooavinood  and 
adamantly  stuck  to  his  atatrmonts  ^'lot  only  is  the  oi'uatlua  lilce  this, 
but  reooutly  tho  fast  that  the  po.lioa  stror^gth  on  these  Ir.lonas  has  boon 
greatly  uugnentod  has  made  it  axti’amaly  diffieuls  for  us  Lo  carry  on  our 
schemes  toward  tho  Chinese  rosldont.q  h>i*o.  As  a  oos»«^.quoooe.  tho  situation 
praotioally  moons  that  wo  can  do  n.'Sh?ig  c.xr5»cN-3,v.  Tho.Tcftre.  I  would  like 
to  have  our  organs  here  for  the  .auelyuiati'’<t  of  i>"b'’ic  op^nl'n  as  well  as 
those  who  work  in  the  dovoispmenl:  ex'  wur  soliencs  i  emir  pormiae  for  a 
little  while,  For  tho  time  bolngf  wc  are  oonaontxaSing  our  efforts  in 

the  oolleotion  of  intolligsnoes  having  to  do  with  the  activities  of  Chinese 
here  as  well  as  other  things. 

4.  Therefore,  in  the  meantime,  until  wo  have  securely  brought  French 
Indo-China  and  Thai  within  our  sphere  of  influence,  I  think  that  it  would 
bo  moot  propitious  for  us  to  strengthen  our  sohomos  with  regard  to  the 
Chineso  hero.-  For  this  purpose  I  would  like  to  have  sent  to  these  islands
